Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Livermore r: 
Gentlemen"  : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  second  annual  report 
of  the  condition,  needs  and  progress  of  the  schools  under  my  super- 
vision. I  shall  make  this  report  brief  as  the  happenings  of  the 
past  year  are  generally  known  to  the  citizens  at  the  time  of  their 
occurrence  and  shall  mention  only  the  important  developments  and 
attempt  to  make  suggestions  for  the  coming  year's  work. 

INSTRUCTION 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  last  report  that  the  teacher  supply 
would  be  limited  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  increase  the  sal- 
aries paid.  This  was  found  to  be  true  and  our  average  wage  has 
been  increased  from  an  average  of  last  year  of  $15.07  to  average  of 
this  year  of  $19.05.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to 
retain  as  far  as  possible  the  successful  teachers  of  last  year  and  we 
have  been  very  fortunate  in  retaining  a  good  percentage.  Of  course 
in  order  to  do  this  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  increase  the  salary. 

The  instruction  given  in  the  schools  as  a  whole  has  been  of  a 
very  good  quality  and  the  results  obtained  have  been  gratifying.  It 
was  necessary  for  us  to  do  away  with  the  helping  teacher  plan  that 
we  carried  out  last  year  for  the  fact  that  it  has  been  absolutely 
impossible  to  obtain  an  instructor  fitted  for  the  work.  There  will 
be  candidates  available  for  this  work  during  the  next  year  and  I 
would  recommend  that  if  possible  such  a  position  be  established. 

We  have  followed  faithfully  in  the  school  the  course  of  study 
as  we  now  have  it  outlined  and  it  has  been  my  observation  that  the 
standard  of  scholarship  is  much  better  than  that  of  last  year.  The 
preparation  of  the  elementary  pupils  for  High  school  work  has  been 
satisfactory  and  none  of  the  students  who  are  now  attending  sec- 
ondary school  have  been  criticised  for  their  lack  of  preparation. 
This  taall  continue  to  be  the  case  as  long  as  we  can  retain  good 
teachers,  can  have  a  maximum  length  of  school  year  and  a  course  of 
study  that  is  followed  and  presents  the  needs  of  our  system. 
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Two  years  ago  it  was  thought  advisable  to  change  the  system 
from  a  "  nine  grade  "  system  to  one  of  "  eight  grades  This  is  a 
sufficient  number  of  grades  but  to  carry  out  successfully  the  plan 
the  school  year  should  be  increased  to  one  of  at  least  thirty-six  weeks. 
We  cannot  hope  to  successfully  do  the  work  in  a  shorter  time.  If 
the  longer  school  year  is  not  adopted  I  should  advise  returning  to 
the  ninth  grade  system.    The  extra  four  weeks  will  cost  about  $900. 

CONVEYANCE 
Our  largest  item  of  expense  has  been  increased  over  that  of  last 
year  and  while  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  secure  this  work  at 
the  lowest  possible  wage  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  account  from 
being  largely  increased.  I  can  see  no  solution  of  the  problem  and 
see  no  way  in  which  this  expense  can  be  cut  down  and  it  looks  to 
me  as  if  the  conveyance  question  would  be  a  greater  problem  in  the 
future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

TEXT-BOOKS 

The  purchase  of  text-books  has  been  very  small  as  the  schools 
were  well  supplied  during  the  last  year  and  we  have  had  no  impera- 
tive needs  present  themselves  that  have  required  the  expenditure  of  a 
great  sum  of  money.  New  spellers  have  been  purchased  and  are 
already  in  a  number  of  the  schools.  The  condition  of  the  text  in  the 
other  subjects  is  good  and  is  adequate  for  our  needs  during  the 
next  year. 

REPAIRS 

Because  of  the  labor  situation  and  scarcity  and  high  price  of 
materials  very  little  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  repairs  and  only 
the  necessary  minor  repairs  have  been  done.  Of  course  there  has 
been  the  usual  amount  of  minor  things  to  fix  about  each  building 
and  these  have  been  attended  to.  It  was  outlined  in  the  last  report, 
a  definite  plan  of  repairs  for  a  period  of  years,  but  under  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  last  year  it  was  felt  to  be  advisable  to  postpone 
the  introduction  of  such  a  scheme  until  the  market  and  labor  supply 
was  in  a  more  normal  condition.  I  would  recommend,  however,  that 
for  the  needs  of  the  coming  year  the  amount  of  $400  be  appropriated 
and  raised. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  very  desirable  thing  for  the 
town  of  Livermore  to  have  a  department  of  their  school  work  a 
medical  inspection  of  all  pupils.  This  is  an  institution  that  is  in 
operation  in  other  towns  and  has  a  very  great  effect  in  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  present 
time  many  of  our  pupils  are  suffering  from  physical  defects  that 
are  detrimental  and  a  handicap  to  them  in  their  scholastic  work  and 
if  these  could  be  recognized  and  corrected  a  marked  improvement 
in  our  general  scholarship  would  be  the  result.  It  will  not  be  nec- 
essary to  have  an  article  in  the  warrant  in  regard  to  this  but  if  an 
expression  of  the  citizens  made  it  desirable  the  fund  for  the  purpose 
could  be  taken  from  the  school  funds  of  any  department  with  the 
exception  of  the  Common  School  fund. 

NOON  LUNCHES 
An  attempt  has  been  made  and  with  a  great  deal  of  success  to 
have  hot  lunches  served  to  the  children  who  have  to  take  their  din- 
ners to  school.  This  has  not  been  made  compulsory  in  any  of  the 
schools  but  has  been  encouraged  with  the  result  that  at  the  present 
time  all  of  the  buildings  in  the  town  with  the  exception  of  two  are 
providing  and  serving  at  least  one  warm  dish  each  noon. 


STATISTICAL  REPORT

RECOMMENDATIONS 
For  the  coming  year  after  a  close  observation  of  the  schools 
and  the  conditions,  I  would  recommend  the  raising  of  the  following 
amounts  for  each  department: 

Common  Schools  $5,500  00 

Text-books  300  00 

Repairs  400  00 

Supplies  400  00 
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These  are  the  same  amounts  that  were  raised  for  the  last  year's 
work  and  will  if  the  school  is  not  increased  in  the  number  of  weeks 
be  sufficient.  If  it  is  the  wish  of  the  town  to  have  thirty-six  weeks 
of  school  and  retain  the  present  eight  grade  system  an  appropriation 
of  $6,400  should  be  made  for  the  common  school  fund.  This  is  a 
matter  that  the  citizens  must  settle  at  their  annual  meeting. 

IN  CONCLUSION 
The  schools  at  the  present  time  are  doing  very  good  work  and 
are  measuring  up  to  the  standards  set  by  other  towns  of  this  size. 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  scheme  of  retrenchment  should  be  made 
and  that  every  attempt  should  be  made  to  improve  the  standard  of 
work. 

I  have  found  in  many  communities  a  hearty  cooperation  of  par- 
ents and  it  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  good  work  of  the  school 
and  to  the  success  of  the  teacher.  The  schools  cannot  reach  a  state 
of  perfection  until  every  parent  takes  a  sympathetic  interest  in  the 
work,  helps  with  constructive  criticism  and  not  destructive  criticism 
and  realizes  that  every  school  official,  teacher  and  employee  of  the 
department  has  the  best  interests  of  the  boys  and  girls  foremost  in 
their  mind  and  directs  all  their  efforts  toward  that  object. 

In  closing  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  faithful  work 
and  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cooperative  spirit  as  shown  by 
many  of  the  parents.
